Lincoln  portrait  thought  to 
date  back  to  turn  of  century

Perhaps  it  is  an  original  masterpiece,  then  again, 
mnybe  it's  as  common  as  sliced  bread. 

Whatever  it  may  be,  it  no  longer  sits  collecting  dust 
in  a  pile  of  debris  in  the  attic  of  a  Howe,  Ind.,  bank, 
but  is  now  displayed  prominently  in  the  office  of  a 
S\urgis  business  man. 

A  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  thought  to  date 
back  to  the  turn  of  the  century,  was  dug  out  of  the 
attic  at  the  State  Bank  of  Lima  by  Gene  Yunker,

"It's  an  unusual  picture.  It's  very,  very  old,  said 
Yunker  who  is  retired  from  the  bank,  formerly  serv- 
ing as  its  president 

The  portrait  is  on  a  metal  surface  and  shows,  in  per- 
fect dciaiL  a  rendering  of  Honest  Abe's  face,  com- 


plete with  his  uademark  beard.  The  detailed  portrait 
appears  to  have  been  professionally  produced,  but 
Yunker  said  he  tried  in  vain  to  find  anything  like  it. 

"I  sho-wed  it  to  Harvey  Lambright,  who  is  an  auc- 
tioneer and  has  dealt  with  a  lot  of  antiques,  and  he 
said  he's  never  seen  anything  like  it,"  Yunker  said. 

No  brush  suokes  can  be  detected  on  the  surface  of 
the  portrait  and  it  is  not  shiny  like  a  typical 
dagueroiype  from  the  period  following  the  civil  war. 
So  no  one  seems  to  know  exactly  who  produced  it  or 
how  old  it  is.  .  -  " 

Yunker  said  he  first  saw  the  poru-ait  in  1938  among 
a  cluttered  mess  ,of  gathered  items  in  the  attic  while 
working  as  an  employee  at  the  bank,
